Mideast talk scheduiedfor weekend 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 
o( State Cyrus Vance will meet with 
Egyptian and Israeli negotiators In 
Brussels-over the weekend tn a new 
U.S. attempt to revive the stalled 
-^idcasi- peace- talka,- diplomatic- 
sources said Wednesday. 

Tlio sources said Vance will confer 
Saturday with Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mustafa Klmiil and Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshc Dayon. The 
State Department refused to com- 
ment on the disclosure.

Energy to fund a feasability study for an Idaho 
gasohol plant that will "use geothermal hot; 
water lo distill agricultural wastes into: 
combustible ellianol. This ethanol can be: 
pumped inlo gas tanks Willi regular fuels. ■ ' 
■ A nation burning gasohp^ can cut its gasoline 
consumption by 15 percent, a reduction that 
would help chip away at the nation's $45 billion 
annual bill for Arab oil. 

Of course, gasohol, as do many alternate 
energy sources, faces some obstacles. 

Fqt one thing, gasohol hasn't been approved 
for use in American cars because it might foul 
up exhaust emission control devices. 

For another, gasohol may be more ex- 
pensive to burn than Arab fuels, particularly If 
a gasohol plant must pay a high price for farm 
waste products to distill into ethanol. 

But it would. seem in tiie American and 
Idaho's interest to consider paying a blt-m6fe 
for gasohol if the additional cent? were helping 
Idaho farmers and reducing our dependence 
on foreign oil. 

These economic matters could be better 
understood if the Department of Energy would 
grant Bechtel's request for financial ' 
assistance in studying the gasohoi potential in 
Idaiio.

ment of Energy right now.

In Africa, bad news likely to prevail in '79

political conflict and natural disaster, 
dominated by.the^scalatlng guerrilla ' 
war in Rhodesia and the unfolding 
drama In Namibia, face black Africa 
wltt y-flnother year of uncertainty and:

turbulent areas of the globe. 

In addition to Rhodesia, bloody 
localized wars rage In Angola, 
Ethiopia, Eritrea and Chad. The 
armies of Uganda and Tanzania stand 
cycball-to^ycball along their uneasy 
■ frontier. 

South Africo retreated further un- 
der the stem guidance of lis new 
premier, . P.W._ Bolba, apparently 
ready to defy the world and risk U.N. 
sanctions' over its policies on 
apartheid and Namibia. 

While the policies of the United 
Slates and the West gained only^poltj;,^ 
acceptance at best In black AfrlcaJIie 
Soviets and Cubans, already operat- 

infl effec tively In more Uum one- third— 

of the area's countries, remained 
poised on to further exploit the 
deteriorating situation' In southern 
Africa. 

Large regions of the continent were 
little more than disaster areas. 

There were at least 2 million 
rcglslcrcd refugees throughout the 
continent and several million more 
"uhclnsslflcd" homeless persons. 

In political and economic terms the 
■bulk of black- Africa's population 
appeared worse off more than two 
decades alter the start of the Indepen- 
dence movement than under the, 
former colonial yoke. 

Natural disaster, too, devastated 
large. areas. In Ethlopla~alone more 
than 2 million persons faced starva- 
tion because of droUfiht and famine.

TWIN FALIJ - Unlike many older 
Americans. Bessie Erickson doesn't 
have to lake any pills to get to sleep. 

The 72-yoar-old Twin Falls woman 
is so busy helping other people she 
often doesn't realize she's tired. 

"But I sure sleep good nlglits," the 
former country school teacher said 
'Cheerfully, 

Helping oUier pcoplc, on a personal 
level, is Just a woy of life for Mrs. 
Erickson. 

' "1 .was Just brouglil ijp that way," 
' she said, Wlien asked why she docs all 
the many things which keep her busy 
week In and week out - shampooing 
an elderly lady's hair, delivering 
groceries, paying bills and running 
other errands for elderly shutlns or 
Just slopping by with a surprise treat. 

Her parents always took time to 
help oUiers in need when she was 
growing up on a farm back in Indiana 
where she was bom Nov. '2, Itno, 

Growing up In a Chrlalinn tiomc, sht- 
soon assumed that this was just the 
normal way of life. Her father taught 
.'Sunday ^sehbor'und" most 'of his 
daugliters followed In this pallcm. 



Mrs. Erickson said she once 
coached a play which Sunday school 
pupils presented in other towns, 
helping to pay off the , church 
mortgage with Ihe proceeds. 

One graphic example of lier parents 
helping others occurred when an 
elderly poor couple who had a still 
planted on their farm during the 
Prohibition era. While II was welt 
known Ihat they did not operate il, the 
old couple had lo go to court. Mrs. 
Erickson clearly remembers how her 
parents "stood by the old couple." 

"We dlcln't have money lo give, Just 
help," she said. "1 always was taugtit 
to go to a need." 

Now, after seven decades, the 
wisdom of her philosophy sooms hard" 
to dispute, even If viewed from a 
purely selfish- standpoint, which 
certainly is not how Mrs. Erickson 
looks atUfe. 

"1 believe that's what we're here 
tor. It makes life easier," she said, 
adding "I've kept my age pretly 
Cootl," H tnci slie altrlljutcs to 
"keeping busy with people." 
' Chlldrca OS' well as ciders feel the 
warmlh 6i Mrs. Erickson's love for 
people. At Halloween time she buys 



pumpkins lo give neighborhood 
children, as well as fixing them 
special treats at holiday lime. ^ 

"When I see elderly people on the 
street, I go up and'shake their hand." 
she said, "there Is so much loneliness, 
It'sobvlous right on Main Street." 

But Mrs. Erickson's fricndlltiess is 
not Just empty sentimentality. 

She invites them to <hc .Setilor 
Citizen Center, describes the^nrtcd 
activities there and is always on the , 
lookout for people of any age with 
time on their hands who can lie 
encouraged to volunteer their time.

Erickson uses the structure of the 
Senior Citizen programs under the' 
federal Office of Aging to make her 
natural Inclination lo help oUiers 
more efficient.
